Chicago, August 22.—Mobs lusiing | 


for thrills—the same thrill-hungry 
hordes that dav after day jammed 
into the courtroom, or tried vainly 
to force their way in—cast aside ail 
restraint Friday and stopped the hear- 
ing as Clarence S. Darrow, chief de- 
fense counsel, ¢ommenced a remark- 
able plea intenied to save Nathan F. 
Teopold, Jr., and Richard Loeb from 
banging. 

While the two youthful murderers 
of 14-year-old Robert Franks cringed 
in fear, not knowing what the dis- 
turbance going on just outside the 
courtroom might portend, men and 
women—with all pretense, all ordi- 
nary courtesy, all conventions—laid 
aside, fought the police and deputy | 
sheriffs, trampled on each other, and 
sought to invade the court. 

Inside, Justice John R. Caverly, 
‘tried vainly to quell ‘the tumult of 
conversation that arose, Finally, in 
the face of a growing menace from 
Without, the judge suspended the pro- 
ccedings and Warrow stopped speak- 
ing. Caverly ieft the courtroom. 


Riot Call Issued. 


With the sé@nsation-hungry throngs | 


battling an inadequate force of guards 
inside and outside the courthouse, 
it was impossible to continue pro- 
ceedings. Women fainted, mer punch- 
cd each other. Police and deputy sher- 
iffs were thrown back and beaten. 

Caverly issued a call for police re- 
serves and finally, when after 20 min- 
nutes the riot still was going on, a riot 
call was issued from police headquar- 
ters that brought a detachment of 70

Brings Great Response;

Seagirt, N. J., August 22,-—-The 
Ku Klux Klan was denounced by 
name here today by John W. Davis, 
the democratic presidential. candidate. 

In a fighting address to the de- 
riocracy of New Jersey, Mr. Davis 
condemned that and any other organ- 
imation raising the standard of ra- 
cial and religious -prejudice. 

Then he called upon President Cool- 
idge, as the standard bearer of the 
republican party, to join him by 
‘some explicit declaration” in “en- 
tirely removing this topic from the 
field of political dehate.” ~ 

In naming the klan in this, the 
second address of his campaign, the 
democratic nominee again rought 
into the open an issue which rent the 
democratic national convention which 
nominated him and led to the memo- 
rable Saturday night battle jn Mad- 
ison Square Garden which culminated 
in a record vote end a majority of 
four against denunciation of the klan 
by name in the party platform. 

Asked to Define Position. 

Having discussed it rather fully in 
his acceptance address, Mr. Davis ap- 
parently did not intend to refer to 
it again in his address here. He told 
his audience thet, since his arrival 
here from New York la&t night, he 
had been asked by more than one 
person as to the views he entertained 
toward the klan.

DAVIS’ OPENING GUN. 

An address outstanding for its 
militant democracy was delivered by 
John W. Davis at Seagirt Friday. 

It was the opening gun of his 
campaign for the presidency, and 
the thunder of its discharge was 
heard in the remotest corners of 
America. 

A masterful, straightforward, un- 
flinching, uncompromising, un- 
equivocating and unyielding declar- 
atiow of democratic principles, and 
a burning, unanswerable indictment 
of the republican party in power— 
that in the appraisement of friend 
and enemy alike, for while the 
address heartened the hopes of 
democrats it blighted and withered 
the hopes of republicans. 

Not. in the political history of this 
nation has a candidate shown a 
greater courage, or made a more 
forceful presentation of his party’s 
case in his opening campaign 
address, than the Davis speech 
Friday. 

It was direct, powerful. Every 
sentence had a punch, every 
thought a trueness of aim, .every 
period a thrill, every climax a con- 
viction. 

In his address of acceptance there 
was more polish, more of the 
classic.

K. I am constrained to think that 
those who ask this question did not 
hear or have not done me the honor 
to read of the speech of acceptance 
which I delivered at Clarksburg on 
the 11th of this month. 

“In that speech I took occasion 
to declare that nothing would so 
utterly destroy our happiness and 
security at home and our dignity 
and influence abroad as the separa- 
tion of the citizenship of this coun- 
try into discordant groups along racial 
or religious lines. I affirmed my 
personal belief in the great guaran- 
tees of religious freedom and religious

If any erganization, 
‘no matter what it chooses to be called, 
whether Ku Klux Kian or by any 
other name, raises the standard of 
racial and religious prejudice or at- 
tempts to make racial origins or reli- 
gious beliefs the test of fitness for 
public office, it does violence to the 
spirit of American institutions and 
must be condemned by all those who 
believe as I do in American ideals.”

Hardwick and Harris 


(From The. Macon Telegraph.) 
The Telegraph has regarded this as he- 
in somewhat of a political off-year. We 
have not seen the necessity of entering Into 


much of a discussion, for instance, as to 
the senatorial race. Our impression has 


already been borne out in the governor's 
race, Mr. Walker’s opponent having with- 
drawn on the basis that the people are 
not interested this year making 
changes. 

Mr. Hardwick has been traveling 
certain parts of the state, making speeches 
Mr. Hardwick likes to make speeches; he 
would conduct a political race whether he 
thought the people wanted a change or not 
—for the entertainment involved. 

In this entertaining, incidentally, Me. 
Hardwick has brought to bear the state- 
ment that Senator Harris has not achieved 
during his stay at Washington.

In the request for a reduction of 10 per 
cent on railroad rates for watermelons and 
cantaloupes, and on Senator Harris’ request 
this was taken up with the railroads and 
granted. Under Senator Harris’ resolution, 
the investigation was started and completed 
showing that Georgia peanut-raised hogs are 
not inferior meat, althongh tending to he 
soft and oily, and this proved an effective 
move against the discrimination fn price as 
to the Georgia hogs.

HEALTH TALKS

POPULAR MYTHS ABOUT 
PIMPLES. 

Perhaps there are few conditions 
about which people cherish more 
myths than they do about skin erup- 
tions in general and pimples in par- 
ticular. The great myth about measles 
and other rashes ‘‘striking in,” is 
typical of the whole assortment of 
absurd notions which are popularly 
associated with skin lesions. These 
notions are nurtured, I suppose, by 
the hokum and bunkum cf the thous- 
and and one brands of fake healers 
who dwell on “driving out impurities, ’ 
or “eliminating poisons” from the skin 
in the manner which appeals to the 
ignorant layman, whose researches in 
fishology are very extensive but whose 
knowledge of physiology is largely of 
the Billings variety. 

Myth No. 1, that comedones (black- 
heads or whiteheads) and pimples oc- 
cur from uncleanliness or from lack 
of care of the skin, is nonsense, for 
the most cleanly persons heve them. 

Myth No. 2, that acne reflects upon 
the moral character or personal hab- 
its of the afflicted individual, is sim- 
ply a case of misery likes company, 
for as a matter of fact the great ma- 
jority of young persons with blacix- 
heads and pimples are of exemplary 
character and the best kabits in ey- 
ery respect. 

Mrth No. 3, that acne is a sign of 
“impure blood,” which can be “puri- 
fied” by taking some ridiculous nos- 
trum, is almanac humor pure and 
simple. ’ 

Myth No. 4, that such “blotches” 
of the complexion come from eating 
too much of certain articles of diet, 
such as butter and other oils or fats, 
or sweets, or just rich foods generally, 
clashes with the plain facet that most 
young persons wit hacne do not eat 
too much, and the equally patent fact 
that most young persons who do over- 
indulge in sweets or pastries have 
few pimples or none. Indeed, about 
the only place where these myths find 
serious support nowadays is in the 
phony “health” hints given dumbbell 
correspondents who seek advice from 
conductors of “beauty” columns in 
newspapers. 

These four acne myths ‘are not all, 
but they are enough to show how 
much misunderstanding prevails, and 
perhaps to account for much of the 
discouragement which victims experi- 
eace from futile lines of treatment. 

Practically the only treatment 
worth while is local or direct treat- 
ment of the affected skin. Some of

SAY HARVARD MEN. 

Cambridge, Mass., August 22—“A}} 
this speculation about what’s going 
on on Mars is just—speculation, noth- 
ing more. Some of it is so wide of 
our knowledge of Mars as to be ad- 
surd.”’ 

This is what astronomers at Har- 
vard university are saying, apropos of 
all the fuss over the ‘ancient planet. 
which is nw moving along parallel 
to us, 14,000,000 miles nearer than its 
usual distance. 

“Mars is not near enough now, and 
probably never will be as long as the 
present laws of the universe sustain, 
to learn anything very definite about 
it,” said Dr. Leon Campbell of the 
Harvard astronomical laboratory. 

“Tt is far more probable that there 
is no life on. Mars than that there is. 
This isn’t so romantic, of course, but 
it’s more in keeping with our knowl: 
edge.” 


MYSTERIOUS SIGNALS 
HEARD BY SCIENTIST. 

London, August 23.—Signale which 
he claims could not have originated 
on the earth, and which may have 
come from an “outside source,” have 
been intercepted by Norman Edwards, 
editor of an English magazine devoted 
to the science of radio communication. 

Edwards announces that three min- 
utes before midnight, Greenwich me 
ridian time, Friday, he heard an irreg- 
ular series of long dots in alternate 
groups of four and five. He was at- 
tempting to intercept signals from 
Mars when the strange series of long 
dots was beard. Edwards used a 24- 
valve receiving set. 

“Tt was a series of long dots heard 
at irregular intervals,” Edwards told 
the United News. “Fach group con- 
sisted of four to five dots followed 
by irregular periods of silence. 

“These sounds did not come from 
this earth. I am certain of that. I 
am also convinced that they were 
not atmospheric phenomena. ‘There is 
no station anywhere in the world 
transmittine on the wave length o 
these signals. and even if there were 
such a station, it would not send 
such dots at such peculiar intervals. 
Furthermore, the dots came ont of 
2 complete silence and were followed 
by a similar lack of sound. Clearly 
signele did not originate on 
the earth.” ?

Tremendous public excitement 
marked Friday’s session. of the reich- 
stag at whieh Chancellor Marx was 
to have made his statement justify- 
ing his actions at the London con- 
ference, Every spectator’s seat was 
filed and the diplomatic loges were 
more crowded thau they have been 
in months, when Marx rose to tell 
the reichstag what he had done. 


A communist member leaped to his 
feet bellowing for amnesty for all po- 
litical prisoners. Others rose with 
him until the entire extreme left of 
the chamber was standing. The shout 
for amnesty-rose higher and the sen- 
tences of Marx’s opening paragraph 
were lost. The chancellor tried to go 
on, but it was no use. 

President Wallraf ordered a 20- 
minute recess during which the com- 
munist deputy, Schwarz, was forci- 
bly removed by the police after he 
had been expelled for 20 days. 

Marx and other members of the 
cabinet tried to gain the attention 
of the reichstag at the end of the 
recess, but the bellows of the com- 
munists continued. Finally, Wallraf 
became disgusted and again summon- 
ed the police and declared a further 
recess, 

Throughout the day, the police 
were in touch with the reichstag and 
every precaution had been taken to 
prevent disturbances. 

May Evacuate Sooner. 

Blum’'s remarks in the chamber pro. 
vided foundation for the rumor that 
Herriot intends to evacuate the Ruhr 
before the expiration of a year if Ger- 
many shows good faith in meeting her 
obligations. 

“Evacuation will depend upon Ger- 
many,’ Blum said. “JI believe E may 
safely say that the Ruhr will he 
evacuated simultaneously with the 
Cologne bridge-head.” 

Herriot denied that he had 
periled the safety of France. 

“The parties upon whom this gov- 
ernment is relying are profoundly de- 
sirous of maintaining France’s secur- 
ity. It was unanimously decided tuo 
continue the work of disarming Ger- 
many, but there are two Germanys. 
‘We are disarming the old Germany in 
order to permit the new Germany to 
live.” 

Deputy Duprey assailed Herriot for 
not bargaining the withdrawal of the 
French troops against concessions re- 
garding inter-allied debts. 

“You let substance go for shadow,” 
Duprey shouted. 

Herriot replied that there were 
many diplomatic tricks he might have 
used had he wished to do so, but that 
he refused to resort to trickery. It 
would he a mistake, he said, to think 
that the occupation of the Ruhr would 
have aided in getting concessions on 
debts,

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ull Text of S peech of J ohn W. Davis 
Delivered to Democracy of New Jersey 


Seagirt, N. J., August 22.—The fol- 
lowing is the text of the address of 
0 . Davis, democratic presidential 
nominee, delivered at a mass meeting 
here today of New Jersey democrats: 

“This is my second appearance at 
Seagirt. You will not be suprised if 
I find my memory turning at this time 
to the’circumstances of my earlier vis- 
it. It happened on a hot July day 
twelve years ago. I was one of a 
party of 200 or more who tramped 
in the dust from the station to the 
governors house at Seagirt. At our 
head marched that grand old Roman, 
Champ Clark, then the speaker of the 
house of repreesntatives. Among the 
party I recall] a Jersey man who was 
then my colleague in congress and who 
Was soon to take a seat in the senate— 
the loved and lovable Billy Hughes. 
We were calling on a governor of New 
Jersey who hed just received the dem- 
oeratic nomination for the presidency. 
Most of that company. including my- 
self, had never made his personal ac- 
quaintance. It was our errand to as- 
sure him of our hearty suj-port and 
to place ourselves at his service. 


up for me by one of my colleagues as 
we tramped back to the waiting train. 
Said he, ‘When that man comes to 
Washington there will be a ‘eader In 
the white house.’ 

“T recall how quickly this leader- 
ship asserted itself when Washington 
had been attained. Congress met 
without. delay and the first act in the 
drama was the scourging from the cap- 
itol of the borde of lobbyists, hangers- 
on, seekers for privilege and represent- 
atives of special interests who had 
infested its corridors. Then came in 
quick succession under his energetic 
impulse the fairest tariff law since 
the civil war; the federal reserve act 
for which the country ‘ad waited half 
a century: the federal trede commis- 
sion and the Clayton act, curbing mo- 
nopolies and establishing the rights of 
labor and through this and succeeding 
sessions the democratic party under 
his guidance moved in solid phalanx. 
confident in his leadership. 

Wilson’s War Burdens. 

“The great war broke. There fell 
npen him burdens heavier than any 
that his predecessors had been called 
to bear. For two years he struggled 
to keep America from the maelstrom 
and then when the attack upon her 
rights was made directly he th.ew 
himself and his country into the hattle 
with @ fiery energy that amazed the 
world. Men and money and miniftons 
eame at his call and wis clear voire 
rang out like a trumpet across the 
world, givig new meaning to the strug- 
gle and new life to those engaged in 
it. When the war was ended he 
gave to the making of j,eace the last 
ounce of his remaining stiength. He 
endeavored to set up machinery not 
to mitigate the evils which this war, 
the last and greatest, had brought upon 
the world. He never looked upon 
the treaty of Versailles as a complete 
and final settlement, but hoped that 
when time had cooled men’s passions 
the machinery ‘he sought to create 
would remove any element of injustice 
or revenge the treaty might contain, 
and would give the world a stable and 
abiding peace. And then he fell, 
broken, thwarted, his work unfinished 
but his spirit unsubdued. They called 
him an idealist, they pronounced him 
atiead of his times. ‘They forgot that 


The 
impressions of that day were summed: 


they were but echoing what the world 
has said through all the centuries of 
those who sought to lead it. Envy 
and hate and malice can touch him 
now no more forever, but the thoughts 
to which he gave utterance and the 
ideals he proclaimed will live long after 
those who opposed them have passed 
and been forgotten. 

“We stand at the threshold of an- 
other presidential campaign and the 
American people are called on once 
more to decide whether they will 
leave their destines in charge of those 
who are now in power or give them 
over into other hands. Do they want 
a change or do they not? That is the 
question upon which all popular elec- 
tions turn. Under a parliamentary- 
ship like that which obtains in Great 
Britain or France, the government of 
the day put to the house of commons 
or the chamber of deputies the ques- 
tion of confidence or no confidence. 
We do the same thing, except that 
with us the question is put to the 
people as a whole. Republicans must 
not be pained or surprised, therefore 
Lif we ask them to give account of what 
they have done or left undone. 
must not blame us if we jog the public 
memory concerning things that might 
otherwise be forgotten. 

“To all such complaints we can but 
reply in the language of the Scrip- 
tures, ‘beware ve of the leaven of the 
Pharisees which is hypocrisy. But 
there js nothing covered up that shal! 
not be revealed, nothing hid that shail 
not become known. Therefore, what- 
ever ye have spoken in darkness shall 
be heard in the light and that which 
ye have spoken in the ear in closets 
shall be proclaimed upon the house 
top.’ ? 

Startling Contrasts. 

“When we paint against the vivid 
background of the eight years under 
Wilson the history that has been un- 
rolled since March 4, 1921, there are, 
to say the least, some startling con- 
trasts. In 1913 the lobby was scourged 
from Washington; in 1921, like a 
flock of unclean birds hastening to the 
and descended upon the city.

“First of all came oil. At the head 
of the buccaneers as they marched 
along, rode the secretary of the in- 
terior.

Thus of 26,000,000 
barrels of oil which the Teapot Dome 
was estimated to contain, only about 
1,600,000 barrels will become the prop- 
erty of the government.

If the wounded vet- 
eran has been defrauded of the care 
that was hie due, is there any comfort 
to him in the fact that congress made 
lavish appropriations? 

Attacks Tariff. 


“The tariff afforded an opening to 
the hosts of privilege for an assault 
less direct but far more devastating 
pocketbook. We are 
told that America in 1921 was threat- 
ened from abroad by an ‘impending 
avalanche of suddenly cheapened mer- 
chandise’ from which it was narrowly 
saved by the beneficent action of the 
Fordney-McCumber tariff. In view 
of the bitter struggle that the exhaust- 
ed peoples of Europe have had since 
the war in rebuilding enough of their 
shattered commerce to provide their 
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even from afar. 

“In the realm of foreicn affairs the 
contrast between the past and pres- 
ent is more striking still. 

“There was a day when America 
sat in the councils of the nations, oc- 
cupying at their table the seat of 
honor and of dignity that was her 
right. There was a day when she 
made covenants and engagements in 
her own name and was not content 
to be merely the beneficiary of the ef- 
fort and good will of others. Today 
apparently she has no other program 
than to ‘encourage American citizens 
and resources to assist in restoring Eu- 
rope with the sympathetic support’— 
but nothing more—‘of our government. 
It is a far cry to this frem the dec- 
laration of Theodore Roosevent that ‘if 
we are to b* a really great people 
we must strive in good faitk to play 
a great part in the world.’ 

Foreign Policy. 

“As an American, I am gratified by 
the fact that American citizens have 
had their share in the latest effort 
to solve the economic difficulties of 
Europe. Every man of good-will must 
hope that the Dawes report points 
to better days not only for our neigh- 
bors across the seas but for ourselves 
at home. But I do not understand 
upon what theory it can be claimed 
as a triumph for an administration 
which expressly and publicly dis- 
claimed in advance all responsibility, 
direct or indirect, for the action of 
those concerned; nor can I fail to 
remember the long and dreary years 
since the war during which the appeal 
of Europe for nothing more than our 
counsel fell upon deaf ezrs. What 
might we not have done had we but 
dared to do! If even the request 
made by President Wilson te congress 
in 1919 for the appointment of an of- 
ficial representative of America on the 
reparation commission hac been com- 
plied with, the last five years would 
have presented a different picture and 
the world would have been so much 
nearer to its goal. 

‘“T eannot treat as either ‘remark- 
able or constructive’ accomplishments 
our separate treaties of pesce with the 
vanquished and powerless governments 
of Germany, Austria and Hungary, 
who, upon our demand, could do 
nothing else than give us all the ad- 


vantages of the treaties ot Versailles,’ 


St. Germain and Trianon, with none 
of their duties or responsibilities. Even 
less of glory would seem to attach to 
the treaty of Lausanne, which on our 
part we meekly accepted at the hands 
of Turkey, or to the ratification by 
the senate of a treaty negotiated by 
a democratic secretary of state in exe- 
eution of a long-delayed ect of justice 
toward the republic of Colombia. 

“At some time in the future we ire 
promised ‘covenants for outlawing 
aggressive war by any __ practica} 
means.’ Surely the maker of this sug- 
gestion has been overlooking the fact 
that under the secretaryship of Mr. 
Bryan we negotiated and put in force 
exactly such covenants with not tess 
than thirty nations, making—so far 
as treaties and covenants may do—-: 
aggressive war between: them and our- 
selves no longer possible. There is 
no great merit in offering to repent 
what already has been done. But war 
when it comes does not wait on ad- 
jectives and there is no instance in 
recorded history when any civilized 
nation has admitted that it was en- 
gaged in war for any purpose but self 
defense. The only way finally to ban- 
ish war from the world is to set up 
some permanent plan of conference, 
consultation and adjustment to take 
its place as arbiter among the na- 
tions. 

Points of Difference. 

“Some of the points in which the 
republican and the democratic parties 
differ are already clear. They will be- 
come plainer still as this campaign 
proceeds. For instance, we know now

It is the playing of no 
favorites, whether in making public 
contracts or in writing public laws. 
It is the treating of all classes and 
all sections of the country on an equal 
basis.

Men love darkness rather than light 
only when their deeds are evil. 
Whether in Washington or out of it 
we will have no invisible advisers in 
our party councils, no alliance with 
eny of those who work in sectet for 
secret ends.”

an instant. Cheers broke from the 
thousands gathered on the Camp Sil- 
zer parade grounds and hats, hand- 
kerchiefs and pennants were waved en- 
thusiastically. 

Again and again he was interrupt- 
ed by cheering, and there were cries 
of “good boy,” “that’s the stuff” from 
the audience. Mr. Davis said at the 
outset that the issue was one which 
had no proper place in this or any 
other campaign, and that ‘he mentioned 
it in the hope that he might dispose, of 
it once and for all, so far as he was 
concerned. 

Reminding his hearers that in his 
Clarksburg acceptance address he af- 
firmed his ‘‘personal belief in the great 
guarantees of religious freedom and 


this country what it is,” the nominee 
declared he had sought to give his 
views “in terms sufficiently broad to 
include any and all forms of bigotry, 
prejudice and intoleraace.” 
Violates American Spirit. 

“On that declaration I stand,” he 
said. “Whenever any organization, 
no matter what it chooses to be 
called, wheiker Ku Klux Klan or by 
any other name, raises the standard 
of racial and religious belief as a 
test of fitness for public office, it 
does violence to the spirit of Ameri- 
can institutions and must he con- 
demned hy all these who believe as 
I do in American ideals.

I reneat that these matters mneat not 
be permitted to divert the attention of 
the public from the vitay questions 
now before them, To this end and with 
this exd only in my mind, I venture, 
here and now, to express the ~hope 
that the nominee of the republican 
party will see fit by some explicit 
declaration to join me in entirely re- 
moving this topie from the field of 
political debate.” 

Crowd Frequently Cheers. 

There was another demonstration 
as Mr. Davis concluded and the lead- 
ers on the stand crowded forward ta 
congratulate him on his declaration 
on an issue which is one of the fore- 
most in this state.

Can’t Escape Responsibility. 
_ Mr. Davis insisted that the repub- 
lican party could not eseape re- 
sponsibility for the acts of those of 
its officials which it had elevated to 
positions of power and trust. Also, 
he announced agreement with Presi- 
dent Coolidge that the only practical 
way to secure responsible political 
action is by the formation of 5ulitical 
parties, and declared that the only 
way “to secure good government is to 
hold political parties responsibie.’ 

Declaring that the republicans 
should not be “pained or surprised” 
if the democrats asked them to give 
an account of what they have done or 
left undone, Mr. Davis said: “They 
must not blame us if we jog the pub- 
lic memory concerni some things 
they might otherwise wish to have for- 
gotten.” 

“I do not say, as a certain gentle- 
man did this week, that we should get 
down to brass tacks,” Mr. Davis said, 
referring to the acceptance ad Iressa of 
Charlies G. Dawes, the republican vice 
presidential candidate. “But I mean 
the same thing when I quoce from the 
Scriptures : 

“*Beware ye of the leaven of the 
Pharisees, which is hypocrisy. But 
there is nothing covered up that shall 
not be revealed, nothing hid that shall 
not be known.’ ‘ 

“Therefore, whatever ye have spo- 
ken in darkness shall be heard in 
the light, and that which. ye have 
spoken in the ear in closets shall be 
proclaimed upon the house tops.’ 

_ “That is the text I have adopted 
in the guidance of the democratic 
party in this campaign.” 

Pays Tribute to Wilson. 

Speaking here where Woodrow Wil- 
son received the first notification of 
his selection in 1912 to lead the dem- 
ocratic party, Mr. Davis paid high 
tribute to the late president, and de- 
clared there was a sharp contrast 
between the record of his administra- 
tion and that of the succeeding re- 
publican administration. 


Wilson, he said, had proceeded, 
as his first act, to scourge from the 
capital the horde of lobbyists, hangers- 
on, seekers of privilege and repre- 
sentatives of special interests “who 
infested its corridors.” Immediately 
the republicans took over the reigns 
of government, he said, the lobby,

Davis_ reviewed the 102d calvary, 
New Jerser national guard, and then 
left early in the evening for his home 
at Locust Valley. He will remain 
there unti! next Monday, when he 
leaves for Columbus, Ohio, where on 
Tuesday he will deliver a message to 
the democrats of Ohio.

EVANS DENOUNCES 


LAFOLLETTE STAND 
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Huntington, W. Va., August 22. 
Describing Senator Robert M. La 
Follette as -the “arch enemy of 
America,” Imperial Wizard w. : 
Evans of the Ku Kiux Kian, declared 
here Friday night that the invisible 
empire will wage a concerted cam- 
paign throvghout the country against 
his presidential aspirations on a third 
party ticket. 

The klan, Fvans said, will remain 
passive in the presidential contest 
between Jvhn W. Davis, the demo- 
cratic nominee, and President Cool- 
idge, because “they represent what 
the empire stands for—Americanism.” 

The ruling monarch of the ku klux 
klan arrived here Friday to partici- 
pate in the state convention of the 
organization. 

The kian's opposition to La Fol- 
lette will rot be based on partisan- 
ship, but on his record, Evans said. 

“The future of the empire is mapped 
out and its goal is the American- 
ization of America and the destruc- 
tion of the enemy from without, 
whose prepaganda would poison our 
entire system,”’ the wizard declared. 

“La Follette is not an American, 
and for that reason we are unalter- 
ably opposed to him. Any man who 
will endanger the country in time of 
war, as La Follette did, is not en- 
titled to hold any office, much less 
thé office by which we must stand 
or fall.” 

Denouncing the group of senators 
which has followed La _ Follette’s 
leadership, Evans promised they, too, 
would find the power of the Klan op- 
posing them in future in their ef- 
forts to gain public office. 

The klan will remain neutral in 
the battle between Davis and Cool- 
idge because “they are both nationals, 
both Americans, and either is worthy 
of the office.”

NEW LOSSES SEEN 
IN CORN MARKET 


Chieago, August 22.—Sharp new 
setbacks in the price of corn result- 
ed today from a rush of selling due 
to hot weather, which is favorable for 
the growing crop. The closing in the 
corn market was nervous, 1 3-4 to 3 5-8 
net lower, December 1081-2 to 
1025-8 with wheat unsettled, pe to 


13-8 down, September $1.253-8 to 
$1.251-2 and December ($1 30 1-2 to 
$1.30 3-4. Oats 15-8 to 21-8 off and 
provisions showing 5 to 20c decline. 

It appeared to be a generally-ac- 
cepted opinion that rapid advance- 
ment of the corn crop would result 
from the prevailing high tempera- 
tures. The tenor of crop reports com- 
ing in was much more hopeful than 
has been the rule of Jate, and al- 
though the market scored numerous 
rallies, none proved to be of a last- 
ing character. Lowest prices of the 
day were reached just before the 
close, and were about 12c under Mon- 
day’s top level. 

A big share of the corn selling came 
from standing instructions to unload 
at definite limits in order to stop 
losses,. the weakness of the market 
having necessitated heavy calls for 
margins. On the other hand, some re- 
cent sellers were reinstating their 
lines, asserting that the break in 


weeks of good weather without 
frost is needed if the bulk of the 
crop is to mature, 

Wheat proved responsive to corn 
weakness, although liberal expert 
business gave wheat prices numerous 
transient upturns. Big receipts of 
wheat, however, acted as a weight on 
values and so too did more favorable 
advices regarding the Canadian crop 
outlook. Prospective increase of do- 
mestic spring wheat wmarketings 
counted, too, as a bearish factor. 

Indications of a rapid increase of 
stocks of oats tended to unsettle the 
oats market.
